The Good Earth |

Fall Rye and Its Uses 


Again this has been a good year 
for fall rye. Although growing con- 
ditions in general are very favor- 
able, fall rye has done well in this 
district in the past years. Fall rye 
is the best cereal competitive crop 
ranking only second to forage crops 
in- weed control. It is useful in the 
control of soil drifting and water 
erosion. It is also the best cereal 
pasture crop. Since it is seeded in 
late summer or. early ‘fall and har- 
vested the following year before 
other crops have ripened, it has 
the added advantages of distribut- 
ing labor’ on ‘tthe farm: Its many 
advantages merit consideration by 
farmers of the growing of this crop. 
Land that. is summerfallowed this 
year that is in weedy condition; or 
subject to erosion in the fall or 
spring, may be better utilized by 
growing this crop. 


Variey Dakold is hardiest and 
recommended for this district. As 
fall rye is very susceptible to ergot 
it should not be sown on same 
land in successive‘ years. Chemical 


| treatment does not control ergot, 


but is recommended as rye is sus- 
ceptible to Flag smut. Ergot free 
seed should: only be used. 


Rye will grow on a variety of 
soils; it does. well on light poor 
land and will respond well to fer- 
tile and -heavy soils: It should be 
seeded at the rate of 1 bus. per 
acre, the best period being August 
1 to Sept. 10. If Jater seeding is 
done, the rate should: be increased 
to 11% bus. per acre.. Rye should 
be harvested before dead rye as it 
shatters badly which will result in 
volunteer rye plants in subsequent 
crops. ° 


Fall rye should not be pastured 
too heavily if grown for weed con- 
trol or preservation of soil erosion. 


Ergot rye should not be fed to live- 


stock and is particularly danger- 
ous to pregnant females. If you 
are interested in seeding down fall 
rye and can’t procure seed, we 
would be willing to assist you. In- 
cidentally rye crops threshed this 
summer, if clean, can be used: for 
seed this fall or anytime after 
threshing. 


Bad Weeds Easier Detected Now 


As most weeds have headed’ or | 


flowered now, new and bad weeds 


can be easier. detected. Toad Flax |: 


-with a yellow snap-dragon ‘type 
of flower can be detected quite 
easily at flowering time. Leafy 
spurge is a pale green perennial 
plant with yellow flowers, which 
are relatively small.in size. Hoary 
Cress, a deep rooted persistent per- 
ennial, has small white flowers ar- 


ranged in tufts making the top }.° 
completely white. This weed oc- j 
curs in small patches in this mun- 


icipality and farmers -should be- 
come conscious of them‘as they are 
extremely hard to eradicate or con- 
trol. If in small patches they can 
be destroyed .by sodium. chlorate. 
Again we encourage farmers ‘to 
check their fields, headlands, etc., 
for new and bad weeds. Report all 
suspicious or ‘unknown weeds’ to 
your Field Supervisor or submit 
specimens to this office. Where in- 
festation has occurred the Agricul- 
ture Service Board will assist you 
with sodium chlorate.
